Tun DEFENDANT TESTIFIES IN

A. J. LUCAS, 
the defendant, then took the stand and tes- 
tifed in his own behalf as follows: I first 
became acquainted with Elton in 1886, just 
after the G.A.R. encampment. He called 
upon me and asked me if I wanted an office 
poy, Saying he had worked at the business 
n Chicago, and had just arrived in San 
rancisco and had no money. I told him 
to return next day, and gave him $1 to keep 
him until next dey. Although ragged and 
dirty, ought weuld make a smart 
boy. Ge said he wanted to work for his 
Deard and clothes. I fixed him up with 
new clothes, but shortly after he was taken 
sick. I took him to 815 Kearny street 
and got him aroom and engaged a doctor, 
Dut in a day or two the landlady sent to me 
remove the boy, and I managed to get 
into one of the hospitals. He had 
typhoid fever, and had a relapse that de- 
Wed his recovery. Finally when he was 
right again he came back to the office. 
i found that he was not to be depended 
mpon, as be was not truthful. When parties 
Salled at the office he would shadow them 
to their homes, and try and find out what 
the trouble was that brought them to the 
» office. When he left my employ he spread 
reports around, and while 1 was absent 
On business at San Diego, he visited the 
lady to whom I was engaged to be married 
and threatened her with blackmail if she 
did not pay him.

I 
heard from two or three parties that he was 
wearing a badge, but I tried to find out, and 
did see bim wearing a special officer’s star, 
and upon my asking him where he got it he 
told me that he was a special officer at the 
Salvation Army Hall. I never gave him any 
money to have a badge made, nor did I 
authorize him to have one made at all. In 


sent him with an order to receive badges 
made on my instructions, Ihave been ar- 
rested some three or four times in San Fran- 
cisco. The first time was for personating a 
United States officer. Before the first jury 
I was convicted and sent to the Alameda 
County Jail for eight months and served 
my time out, but e prosecutors in that 
case are wanted now for perjury in that 
case. The second time was for false im- 
prisonment of aman, and the case was 
very complicated. I was convicted on that 
charge. Priortothe search of my office 
there was considerable teeling between 
Harris and Metzler and myself. From the 
Baldwin-Perkins case down to the An- 
schlag case the relations have been strained. 

Witness then stated at length the search 
of his office as conducted by Officers Har- 
ris, Metzler and Russell. 

Gontinuin , witness stated: I never re- 
ceived anything from Elton but the articles 
here, although 1 have spent considerable 
money and offered a reward for the re- 
covery of the other articles mentioned in 
the search warrant. Elton never made 
any claim in San Francisco thatI owed 
him $200, and the assertion is false. I told 
him here that if he really meant to keep 
straight and act honestly for five or six 
months, I might perhaps give him some 
work. I never sent him to Mrs. Griffin, but 
I believe he did tell me that he had seen 


er. 
At this point the noonday recess was 
taken. 


Afternoon Session. 
On the resumption of business in the af- 
ternoon the witness Lucas was subjected to 
cross-examination by the Deputy District 
Attorney. My name is Albert Eugene 
Lucas, but, in consequence of a printer’s 
error, I have been known for some 12 or 15 
years as A. J. Lucas. 1 have gone by other 
names, but only in my profession. I have 
been known by the name of Matthews, but 
J was not arrested under that name. 1 was 
convicted of personating an officer, but that 
I was told was a misdemeanor, not a felony. 
District Attorney: How many times have 
you been convicted? 
Stephens: Don’t answer. We have some 
rights under the statute, any way. 
District Attorney: 1 believe the Court 
has to rule en the question. 
The Court: Answer the question. 
Col. Wells: Well, we decline to answer 
the question right here. 
The Court: Then produce your authori- 


es. 

Defending counsel having produced their 
authorities, the Court held that the direct 
examination had extracted information re- 
garding offenses for which witness was 
convicted and the District Attorney had a 
right to pursue his investigation along the 
same line. Extended argument took place 
between opposing counsel as to whether the 
conviction of witness in 1879 was for a 
telony or a misdemeanor. 

Col. Wells drew attention to the fact that 
the indictment in that case had been drawn 
up under the law affecting internal revenue 
and as such was a misdemeanor. 

Witness resuming, said: J came to Los 
Angeles about a year ago last February. 1 
am a detective and was sworn in as a 
special officer before Judge Wilson in San 
rancisco. The charge preferred against 
me by Elton for highway robbery was 
dismissed. 1 got his picture from 
England the day after I was arrested 
in San Francisco. When Elton was lying 
sick in the hospital, he asked me to write 
to his folks, and that is how I came to com- 
municate with them. He claims to be a 
married man, but 1 don’t think myself he 
is. I have had diamonds in my possession 
for 10 years — My wife took a loose 
diamond to Fred Linde's to have it set in a 
ring. It might be. worth $0 to $50. I was 
never arrested in Nevada in my life, nor 
convicted of any offense whatever. I can’t 
say Ido know ea clerk in Mr. Hazard's offlee 
22 although I may know him if 


saw him. — — 

Col. Wells: Is that the fellow arrested 
for hitting a woman the other week? 
Witness, continuing: 1 never was in 
Hazard’s office, and never remarked to 
Smith in the presence of McQueen that it 
was worth to him if he would let you 
know when Mr. Hazard had any money in 
the safe. Itis a fabrication, and I would 
like the men mentioned to be produced. I 
don’t like such insinuations to remain un- 
challenged. 
EMIL HARRIS, 

the detective, being recalled, testified: I 
did not write to the Clerk of the United 
States Court at San Francisco for a tran- 
script of the record against Lucas, nor did 
1 have it at the time of the Perkins-Bald- 
win case. 1 did not have it then, holding it 
as a weapon over the head of Lucas during 
the pro of that trial. I cannot tell ex- 
actly when the record was sent for, but 1 
had made some suggestions that caused it 
to be sent for. I got it myself from Stephen 
M. White. i & occasion to look 
up the matter when the Perkins-Baldwin 
case was before the court. I was not aware 
that Lucas was working on behalf of Bald- 
win, but he was working for Col. Wells. I 
did not know Lucas was working in that 
action when this record was procured. I 
did not know the case had n settled 
when it was. written for. I do not know 
rsonally that Lucas was working for Col. 
— in the case of Perkins against Bald- 
win. 

COL. WELLS, 

for purposes of contradiction, being sworn, 
testified: During the tendency of the case 
of Perkins against E. J. Baldwin, I was 
rincipal attorney for the defendant. Dur- 
ng that trial I never employed the defend- 
ant Lucas in his capacity as a detective to 
2 for me. Such a statement is absolutely 
alse. 

The defense rested their case, and the 
court adjourned until 7:30 p. m. 


Evening Session. 
The first witness put forward on re- 
assembling in the evening was W. H. Rus- 
sell, who was called to contradict Chief 
Cuddy in his assertion regarding having 
had the jewelry reported to him by Lucas. 
Objection was made by the defense to the 
introduction of —— testimony, and, the 
objection being sustained, Mr. ll was 

retired, 
John W. Madrill testified to having 
known the defendant for some ten years. 
‘Had known bim in Rene. The defense 
here again raised objection to witnesses 


not being rebuttal. 

THOMAS F. LAYCOCK 
was the next witness called and testified: I 
am ascenic artist and have known Mr. 
Lucas since 1886. 


Deputy District Attorney: Do you know 
his reputation for truth and veracity in the 
community. 

Mr. Stephens: Don’t answer it; don’t 
answer it. We object, your Honor. 

«The Coùrt: The objection is sustained. 

Deputy District Attorney: That will do, 
Mr. Laycock. You may go. 

Witness (leaving the stand): Then I'll 
say anyway that he’s athief and a liar and 
I know it. 

Mr. Stephens: Yes! oh yes! You're 
glad to volunteer that, arn’t you? 

Mr. Laycock left the courtroom echoing 
the words which in defiance of the Court's 
ruling he was determined to getin. They 
were given with too much unction to have 
been the utterance of an unbiased witness. 
W. J. MARSH 
was next called, but his testimony was 
also ruled out, it not being rebuttal testi- 
mony. 

Deputy District Attorney: We elose our 
case, and | am willing, if Cpposing counsel 
agree, to submit the case without argument. 

The Court: Well, if you care to argue it 
you can do so; but it will not make any dif- 
ference, I’ve heard the testimony 4 the 


case. 
Defending counsel intimated that despite 
the words of the Court, as a matter of law 
he had not made up his mind on the case, 
and would nat do so until the arguments 
were concluded.

prise—The Company's Answer to 
the Strikers—All Freight Trains 


The strike at the Southern Pacific yards 
is now well developed, and everybody is 
determined. Yesterday morning when the 
day crew of yardmen came out for work 
they were met by the strikers of the night 
before. A consultation was heid and the 
day men concluded not to go on. 
entire number of yardmen out now is 55, 
20 of whom are the day crew. 

Trainmaster Thompson and two assist- 
ants did all the work Wednesday nicht. 
Early yesterday morning new men were 
picked up at intervals until about 15 were at 
work. Two local trains were made up and 
drawn out in front of the passenger. The 
engine of the Santa Ana came out and 
hitched on to the cars, but when they were 
ready to move the brakemen announced 
that they were not ready to go yet, and 
climbed down from the cars. 

This move was totally unexpected. The 
officials stood aghast, while the strikers 
walked around and smiled significantly. 
‘Lhe brakemen were asked for their griev- 
ance, and replied that they would make it 
known later on. So the two trains stood 
on each side of the depot, just where they 
had been abandoned. The engines went 
back into the roundhouse, ‘

It is about the same in 
most of the other villages 
in New Mexico, for wool is most em- 
phatically the backbone of the Terri- 
ry...As soon as we here Tuesday 
night the hard work began; and as we 
were ,almost single-handed then, it 
kept us onthe keen jump. The first 
thing was to repair the big corral and 
to arrange it to divide the flock, sepa- 
rating the wethers and yearlings from 
the ewes—a job which took us until 
well into the evening. Up at daylight 
next we swallowed a — 
breakfast, and sallied out to the hard- 
est day’s work I ever did. We rounded 
up the huge flock, and by considerable 
moral suasion and clubbing, cajoled it 
into the big corral. It was the tightest 
ack you ever saw. Sardines would 
eel lonely and scattered by compari- 
son. But they did crowd in; and then 
8 the hustling. Don Amado and 
IL had concocted a brilliant scheme. 
We had built a chute, running from 
near the middle of the big corral, and 
with one wee to the outside world, 
and one a smaller corral. 
tween these two openings was our 
patent gate, which swung so thata 
man standing at the back could see 
what was coming, and steer the wethers 
to the outside and the ewes to the inner 
corral. That gate was a James, and 
we thought of selling the patent fora 
million or two. Perhaps we can. yet. 
It has the first qualifications of a big 
patent—it’s a peach on paper, but it 
won’t work. We soon abandoned it, 
and went to yanking obstinate woollies 
out by hand. It was jump from the 
word 1 and by 11 o’clock we had 
divided the herd according to age, sex 
and previous condition of servitude. 
You can fancy what the work was, 
when I tell you that I lifted 310 year- 
lings and swung them over a three-foot 
fence with my one paw. When we got 
through, my fist was so tired that I 
could neither open nor shut it, and the 
whole gang of us looked as though we 
had been pulled through a rat-hole. 
Then the pleasant duty befell me of 
routiding up and guarding the flock of 
1500 wethers and yearlings so that 
they would neither stray over 
to the Sandwich Islan nor 
hie them back to mingle in 
the gay throng of ewes that was mean- 
time issuing from another gate. This 
had the initial appearance of a snap.“ 
and I was hugging myself at the no- 
tion of a nice little rest. But I was the 
worst fooled man alive. That fact be- 
gan to dawn upon me after I had been 
running three hours around that measly 
herd, yelling all the Spanish adjectives 
I could think of that seemed appropri- 
ate to the occasion, throwing all the 
sticks, rocks and sheepbones in this 
238 of the country, and finally tum- 
ling down m the dust, which was so 
soft and nice that I concluded to stay 
an hour or two and watch my successor, 
a sad-eyed, sawed-off shepherd, who 
must have been the original Rag Baby, 
if his maturer appearance counts for 
anything. He had the pull of a per- 
sonal acquaintance with the sheep, and 
didn’t sweat half so badly over the job 
as I had done, but he didn’t go tosleep, 


either. Ifthe devil wasn’t personally 
resent in each of those little 
oofs, he had an Al deputy. ‘Prone 


to wander, Lord,“ didn’t we feel it?“ 
Even adversity, however, finally peters 
out, and at last we were done with the 
separation of the original flock, and 
the counting of the resultant sub- 
divisions, and they all strolled off in 
various directions, marshaled by their 
ps gre pastores.

It was.a mean advan- 
tage to take, but something had to be 
done; and when the steers had gone, 
looking dazed and worried, and scratch- 
ing their heads with their hind legs, I 
made a rapid sneak down the opposite 
side of the mesa, and struck out for 
home. These New Mexican cattle, 
like the people, fancy that a saddle is 
an integral part of a gentleman, and 
are ready to mob anybody that comes 
near them on foot. A good many peo- 
ap get ventilated in a wastefully gory 
ashion, on account of their failure to 
bumor this little idiosyncracy of the 
territorial bovine. 

By this time the ridiculous little lambs 
were beginning to arrive and to make 
night hideous with their lamentations. 
I don’t blame ’em much for screeching. 
Of the first hyndred, half were de facto 
orphans. 
them, and didn’t want to; and the 
didn’t know their mothers. So in ad- 
dition to other duties of the day we 


had to knock down and drag out vari- 
ous ewes, and holdtthe festal board so it 
couldn’t run away while the r little 


pancos feasted. e births of each day 
and night—averaging from 15 to 50— 
form, with their mothers, an atajo 
which is tended by itself in some grass 
~ near tue corral for several days, ti 
he youngsters get strong. Then 
several atajos are joined in a big one, 
which can be driven farther. Ever 
since Thursday morning I have had an 
atajoon my hands and heart. It isa 
wildly exhilarating oceupation—to sit 
on a hillock all day, watching the ewes 
azing; drinking in the vociferous 
azoo of the lambkins; running now to 
head off some vagabond orra, who, 
having lost her own tootsy wootsy, 
wants to take her more fortunate sis- 
ters gadding; now tugging at some be- 
mired ewe, or dragging some wobbly- 
legged lamb out of arabbit hole, and at 
sunset driving the atajo back to the 
corral at a maddening gait of four 
hours per mile, My atajo, however, is 
12 to mind my exhortations 
and instead of camping on its trail all 
once an hour, 
which leaves me free to pack dinner to 
the shepherds, shoot three cotton-tails 
a day, write a little, and attend to 
other necessary avocations. Luckily, 
too, our force increased. ‘‘Cuate,’ 
the bravest man and the quickest in 
Western New Mexico, has arrove,“ 
and with him several lesser lights.

The Man Who Nominated Lincoln 
in 1860~—The Ideal Platform Ora- 
tor—Sherman and Gresham the 
Presidential Favorites. 


CINCINNATI, May 19.— [Special Cor- 
pondence of Tux Times.| The late 
King Solomon I of Judea gave ex- 
pression to these portentious words: 
To everything there is a season, and 
a time to every purpose under the 
heaven.” There is a time to plant 
candidates, and there is a time to 
pluck them up. Now is the planting 
time, convention time—the biggest sea- 
son for conventions; conventions to 
right of us, conventions to left of us, 
conventions in front of us, conven- 
tions behind us. Wehad only three 
national conventions meet in this city 
on one and the same day. Rather 
two—the National Union Labor Con- 
vehtion and the ditto United Labor 
Convention, while the Greenback Con- 
tion was only an annex,a sort of in- 
visible thing, a fiction,a something 
bound to neither time nor place, but 
which hovered ovér Dr. McGlynn’s 
at the Grand Opera-house, and 
in over Streeter’s head at the Odeon.

Disclosures Before a Committee of 
the House of Lords—A System of 
Grinding the Poor—Working 18 
Hours for 50 Cents. 


{London Correspondence Chicago Tribune. | 
Earl Dunraven is not only desirous 
of reform in the House of Lords, but is 
earnest in to better the condi- 
tion of the poor slaves to what is called 
here, as in the United States, the 
Sweating system.“ He is chairman of 
a@ committee of which Lords Derby and 
schild are members.

In answer to a question by Lord 
Dunraven to witness Arnold White 
formerly a member of Parliament and

“The remedies are restriction, of for- 
eign pauper immigration, especially 
men over 50 years of age, ignorant in 
their trade, speaking no language but 
their own, and bringing no money with 
them. Second, the extension of the 
Factory Act to adult males, with regis- 
tration of all workrooms, a certificate 
of registration to be affixed outside the 
house and on every room in the house, 
to be accessible to the factory and san- 
1 inspectors. Third, the abolition 
of the conflicting and separate duties 
Of sanitary and factory inspectors, and 
largely to increase the number of in- 
Bpectors and to raise their qualifica- 
ons.“

KANSAS OITY. 


its Remarkable Growth During the 
Past Year. 
[Kansas City Times.] 

The introduction to the new direct- 
ory will contain a carefully-prepared 
statement of the city’s advancement 
during the part year. Especial atten- 
tion is paid to the progress of the last 
four months. The figures in this state- 
ment have been compiled with the ut- 
most care, and are absolutely correct. 
The totals in almost every instance 
show a marked increase over the heavy 
totals of last year, and the rapidity of 
the increase is in many instances won- 
dei ful. 

The packing-houses are killing 
hundreds of more cattle every week 
than they were for the corresponding 
time of last year. More than 1000 new 
firms have come into existence in the 
last 12 months. More than a dozen 
new railroads have entered the city, 
and — of dollars have been in- 


ted. 

At the beginning of 1887, 14 lines of 
railroad landed their passengers at 
Kansas City and there are now 265 lines 
entering here. Many of the new lines 
are controlled by the same systems 
that had entrance here previous to this 
time, but they are all distinct lines of 
railroad. These lines have a total 
mileage of between 34,000 and 35,000 
miles. There are only 20 lines running 
into Chicago and Kansas City is now 
without a doubt the greatest railroad 
center west of the Allegheny Moun- 


ns. 

The increase in local transport lines 
has been even more remarkable. There 
are at present 26 miles of streets tra- 
versed by double-track cable lines, 13 
miles traversed by horse car lines 
and 12.5 miles of dummy roads in oper- 
ation in Kansas City and her suburbs. 
Besides these, there is a very large 
amount of cable line construction now 
under way,.and by next fall there will 
be almost 100 miles of double track 
rapid transit lines in operation heré. 
The receipts of these cables, estimated 
in the usual way of one fare a day 
from half the population, is 84375 a 
day or $1,700,000 a year. Allowing 75 
per cent. for expenses, this would give 
a profit of $600,000 a year, or 6 per cent. 
on $10,000,000. 

The bank clearings for the 12 months 
ending April 30th, were $388,124,652 
against $328,037.831 for the year end- 
ing April 30, 1887, an increase of 16 per 
cent. This makes an average monthly 
clearing of $32,343,721 for the past 12 
months against $27,338,152 for the 12 
months preceding. 

Since the close of 1886 the aggregate 
capital of the banks of Kansas City has 
increased from $4,755,000 to $7,300,000 
on April 30th. There are now 26 banks in 
the city, four more than at the begin- 
ningofthe year. Besides the banks, 
the investment and loan companies of 
the city have a capital of $7,773,000, 
making a total capital of $15,987,000 
for institutions of this class. 

There is now $14,000,000 invested in 
industrial enterprises, against $7,000,- 
000 at the end of 1886. More than 
$1,750,000 of this has been added since 
the Ist day of January, 1888. This 
capital represents 100 new establish- 
ments, started in the last 16 months. 
New firms to the number of 460 have 


been added during the past four] throat 


months to the 1408 started last year. 
The receipts of hogs at this point 
during the first four months of 
the year was 732,681, or 10,000 more 
than was received during the same 


time last year. Of these 723,670 have | Sf"

During the same time 188,692 cattle 
have been shipped here, against 153,191 
for the same time in 1887. The Kansas 
City packing-houses handled 99,987 of 
these, whereas during the first four 
months of last 1 they killed only 
39,460 cattle. is is an increase of 
150 per cent.; 49,278 sheep were killed 
here during the same time, and only 
nsas City during the correspondin 
period of last year. Between the ist 
of January and the 30th of April 1

however, more than $1,000,000 worth 
of permits have been issued, so that the 
value of the buildings commenced this 
year is over $3,000,000.

These 
improvements include nine miles of 
street paving. to cost $200,000; nine 
miles of street grading, to cost $75,000;

$200,000 


Among the other interesting statis- 
tics that have been compiled are the 
Government receipt figures. The re- 
ceipts at the toffloe for January, 
February, March and April show an 
increase of $12,000 over those for those 
months last year. 

The custom-house receipts for the 
same time show an increase of $313,200. 
These figures are very remarkable, con- 


1887 were only $470,000, and those of 
1886 $270,000. The internal revenue 
receipts have increased $15,113. 

The debt of Kansas City is now $714,- 
695.20, which is smaller than ever be- 
fore, and the tax levy 11 mills, which.is 
decidedly smaller than for many years, 
and just one-half of what it was eight 
years ago.
